1917, “ Auction Bridge” or

Do not fo r a m o­ 
ment think that the fa ct of 
your 
Folding the same ca rds a s the other 
players in the contest makes a m ech­ 
anical game. Not so, fo r the expert 
at once recognizes the possibilities 
and 
proceeds to make tin* venture. 
The novice timidly makes the r o u t ­ 
ine move; in fact, it is as in life, 
the chances m ust he embraced and 
pushed 
to the utmost, alw ays re ­ 
membering that it is a partnership 
game and through the bidding stage 
you only have that 
knowledge of 
what w in r p a r tn e r is holiding by his 
message to you in Ins bid. 
Auction is played with a full deck

School to be Primarily 
to Instruct 


Farmers in Selection of Seeds to 


Procure Best to be Had 


(B y United P ress) 
La layette, Ind., Nov. l l . — As ; 
result of the recent conference of ag 
ricu I turn I 
extension 
workers 
and 
county agents held at Purdue Agri­ 
cultural experiment station, a move­ 
ment is on foot in several counties 
to hold seed schools tor the benefit 
of farmers, seed dealers and other 
persons interested in the seed label 
law, which 
in the future is to be 
rigidly enforced. 
I lie idea of the seed school will be 
primarily to instruct farmers in the 
selection ot seeds so that they may 
procure the hest to be had for use 
on their properties. 
The new Indiana statute provides 
that all seeds offered for sale bv 
dealers must be so labeled that the 
buyer may at a glance know what he 
is about to purchase. Under the law 
the labels must state the commonly 
accepted name and the kind and var­ 
ieties o f seed and when not known 
the label must so state. There 
are 
three styles of labels furnished by 
the state commissioner, 
orange for 
unmixed alt alia, clovers or grasses; 
uncolored manila labels for all seed 
except 
alfalfa, 
clover 
and g r a s s ; 
green for all mixtures of alfalfa, and 
clover and grass. 
With a view to ward advising far­ 
mers with the object and workings of 
the law, T. A. Parker, countv agri­ 
cultural agent of Kosciusko Count;. 
has started a movement among coun­ 
ty agents in the northern part of the 
state to hold seed schools. 
The first 
of these schools will he conducted 
in Warsaw, Nov. lf).

and Rules 


which are now considered standard 
by Auction players. While even now

There are now three clubs in New 


York devoted exclusively to Auction 
Bridge, each owning its own beau-

Club, all 
having famous players among their 
members. 


JThe first two named clubs always 


use 
duplicate games in their con- 


tests thereby giving each player the 
same value cards to play and de- 
monstrating the various points of 
view as to bidding and also the play 
after the make. Do not for a mo- 
ment think that the fact of 
your 


hjolding the same cards as the other 
players jn the contest makes a mech- 
anical game. Not so, for the expert 
at once recognizes the possibilities 
and proceeds to make the venture. 
The novice timidly makes the rout- 
ine move; in fact, it is as in life, 
the chances must be embraced and 
pushed 
to the utmost, -always re- 


membering that it is a partnership 
game and through the bidding stage 
you only have that knowledge of 
what Vtour partner is holiding by his 
message to you in his bid. 


Auction is played with a full deck 


of fifty-two cards, usually by 
four 


persons," two of them as partners 
against the other two, also partners. 


Ace is high and deuce low in the

What is meant by. Major or Minor

No-Trump, Spades and Hearts are 


known as the major suits or makes. 
It requires three tricks in No-Trump 
and four in either Spades or Hearts 
to make game. The minor suits are 
Diamonds and Clubs. It requires five 
of either minor suit to go same, and 
game should always be the goal in 
every hand. 


What is singleton

A singleton is the only cai'd of a

"When business becomes normal

"The roads as 
now built, will not be able to stand 
under this year. But if the legisla- 
ture would enact a. law taxing, gaso- 
line, an amount smalljenongh that 
every consumer could afford to pay, 
the revenue won'I<l be enormous.
